Ministers were appointed 
to confer with the "so-called Confederate 
States." Proponiiions for peace were en- 
tered into but declined by the Confederate 
States. A cartel for exchange of irisoners 
waa offered by the Republic, which wss 
also declined. All prospect of iu ami- 
cable adjustment having ceased, the 
minister, of the Repnb'ic returned to 
tbeir capital fully conviuced that the Re- 
public had no alternative but to prepare 
tor war. Their Congrrss having met, a 
lengthy dc) ate took plac-. the question iu 
debate, "Proposition, to form an alliance 
with the I oiled Slates," which was opposed 
by Mr. Billing, on the ground that the po- 
sition of the United States in regard to the 
question of secession had been clearly de- 
fined in her war with the so-called Confed- 
erate S'atOS." 

Congress at onee declared that it would 
be a useless expenditure of time. An act 
was unanimously passed ordering all per- 
sons, Lisle and female, who denied the in- 
alienable right of secession, lo leave the 
Republic at once on pain of being punished 
as spied. 

No provisions having been made for the 
exchange of prisoners, th?y were paroled.

When I landed at Fernando Po. in Sep- 
tember, 1860, Santa Isabel, the hsrbor town, 
was the only settlement of the new Span- 
ish colony. Pallid men were to he seen 
languidly sitting in their verandas, or 
occasionally cmwli. g about the gra»sy 
streets, each with a cigarette banging to 
the lower lip. My lodgings being un- 
pleasantly near a military hospital, the 
breakfast table was frequently enlivened 
by the spectacle of something covered with 
a blanket being carried in, and something 
within a deal bos being earried out on four 
men's shoulders. The Europeans died per- 
sistently in the dry season from November 
to April. After three years service, out of 
one hundred and fifty-five picked young 
linosruen, ouly forty-seven returned to 
Spain, the rest being either invalided or 
having fallen victims to the climate. The 
rains witnessed the destruction of the ne- 
gro Ubcradot and the ex- English colonists 
At length, in Match, 1862, yellow fever, the 
gift of ihe Grand Bonny River, fell upon 
ua, and in two months swept off aeventy- 
eight out of a grand total of two hundred 
and fifty whites.
